Your committee offers the following report: 

As the law now is the school year begins Sept. rst. instead 
of April 1st., consequently more perplexing to make town re- 
ports and have them conform to what is required by the State 
Superintendent. We are unable to see where any good arises 
in the change so far as country schools are concerned. So 
the first term of the school year begins Sept. rst. and ends 
the following June. 

It has been our aim the past year as before to try and en- 
courage every good work that teachers and scholars have un- 
dertaken that might lead to their advancement. We 
believe that a “kind word spoken in season’ is better in 
many cases than to resort to harsh methods. 

It may be a disappointment to some teachers as well as 
scholars that we do not particularize each school. ‘The rea- 
son for not doing this is, it would be a good deal of a same- 
ness, for the teachers have in most cases tried to make the 
work plain and practical so to engage the pulpil’s attention 
and stir their ambition so as to see the need of an education. 

It is to be hoped in the future that scholars will realize the 
need of applying themselves more to their studies to acquire 
an education that they can better perform any duty that they 
may be called to execute. 

The work in the difersnt schools has been quite satisfact- 
ory all along the line. Employed nine different teachers, four 
resident. oes scholars enrolled, 8 of woom have no marks for 


the entire year. It is to be hoped that: more will be reported

In 1896, $140 37 was expended for repairs, leaving $103 63 
for support of schools in 1897. 

In 1894, $25 was raised to shingle the Hammond Hollow 
schoolhouse. This was not done, and the money has never 
been drawn from the town treasury.
